Oxendine said he had attended 
a previous Klan meeting in the 
Lum berton area where Rev. Mr. 
Cole stood in the middle of a Ne­ 
gro section and said “ some awful 
things about the N egroes.” Said 
the young Indian: 
“ The Negroes should have done 
something about this. 
“ I told the boys to take it easy. 
Slap ‘em around a little, if you 
have to, I told them , 
but 
don’t 
hurt ‘em. The Kiansmen were beg­ 
ging us to let them out of there. 
They won’t come back. T here’U be 
bloodshed if they do.” 
There are about 40,(MMI white 
people, 30,(MN) Indians and 25JMMI 
Negroes in Robeson County. 
Race relations in Robeson have 
been generally peaceful. But Ind­ 
ians were aroused last w e e k by 
the cross burnings. One was in 
front of the home of an Indian 
woman who reportedly was dating 
a white m arried man. The other 
was burned in a white neighbor­ 
hood where an Indian fam ily had 
occupied a house.

Elaborate Precautions Fail 


To Halt Raid on Speakeasy 


CLEVELAND 
UP — E laborate 
precautions which kept a speak­ 
easy operating back in Prohibition 
days don’t work nearly so well in 
modern-day Cleveland. 
A plush after-hours speakeasy 
concealed behind a panel in the 
kitchen of a pizzeria was raided 
at 3 a.m. Munday by state liquor 
agents and police. 
Three persons 
were 
arrested, 
one escaped out a back entrance 
and 15 patrons w ere routed 
Two 
“ patrons” who rem ained were a 
policewoman and a liquor agent. 
They had provided sketches of the 
layout after an undercover visit 
the day before. 
When the raiders started bang 
ing and kicking on the false panel 
someone inside the joint hollered: 
"D um p everything!” 
The drinks held by Policewoman 
Irene Such and the unidentified | 
liquor agent were the only ones 
which were not tossed 
onto 
the 
new carpeting. T h e drinks were 
saved for evidence. The speakeasy 
behind C apri’s pizzeria had been 
operating only a week, police said

A MAN KNOWN only as “Tony” 
stashed ail the liquor bottles in a 
cardboard box and beat it through 
a rear door which led to a flight 
of basem ent steps. 
The agents inside slipped a bolt i 


on the front door, slipped three 
more holding 
the 
paneling 
and 
raiders poured into the place 
Tony was pursued to the base­ 
m ent, but he apparently fled to 
the second floor of the building 
where the raiders were confron’ed 
with “ about 14 apartm ent doors 
and no search w arrants.” 
Downstairs in the speakeasy the 
telephone rang. An agent answ er­ 
ed and a voice, believed to belong 
to “ Tony,” inquired: 
“ Is everything ail right?”

Janies Pace, 20, seized a knife 
and cut the wire before the agent 
could answ er. Pace and Domm 
ic Muttilo, 30, were charged with 
keeping a place for the illegal 
sale of liquor.

During Current Year 


WASHINGTON 
un - President 
Eisenhower said today the coun­ 
try can lick the recession 
t h i s 
year, pay in full the cost of m eet­ 
ing R ussia’s new challenge, and 
go f o r w a r d to “ real ecohomic 
growth without inflation.” 
His economic report, third and 
last of the annual White House 
m essages to C ongress, carried a 
42 point program of home front 
legislation. Most of the requests 
were fam iliar, hut Eisenhower 
said they are now “ urgent.”

There Are Other Things To Do 


It is evident from the general comment 
among the people of Washington C. H. 
that the awarding of contracts by the 
Washington Board of Education for the 
building of two new elementary schools 
and additions of two rooms each to two 
other schools in the city, has met with 
much satisfaction among a majority of 
citizens. 
What evidently were very reasonably 
low bids, especially by the local contract­ 
ing firm and others to whom awards were 
made, is a feature well worth attention. 
There never h a s been any question 
about the need for m o r e elementary 
school looms in this city which has shown 
a steady and constant increase in school 
pupils. 
Particularly pleasing to most people 
was the assurance given by the contract­ 
ors who were successful in receiv i n g 
awards, that there is good reason to be­ 
lieve that the 27 new classrooms will be in 
shape for use by the beginning of the next 
school year, unless unexpected conditions 
of weather or inability to obtain material, 
would intervene. 
There is no doubt in the minds of most 
people of the city that many new elemen­ 
tary' classrooms were needed long ago 
and that was one reason for the big vote 


here in favor of new buildings and addi­ 
tions. 
The bonds were sold Jan. 2 at an unex­ 
pectedly favorable rate of 3Vs per cent in­ 
terest plus a premium of $11,119. The pre­ 
mium and accrued interest on the bonds 
must by laws be applied to their retire­ 
ment over a 23-year period. 
New construction in the program here, 
will mean the end of ll emergency class­ 
rooms in school basements and in church­ 
es which now house approximately 300 
children. 
The new school facilities will include the 
one - story, 15 - classroom Eastside Build­ 
ing; the one - story, eight - classroom Bel­ 
le - Aire Building and two - room additions 
at both Rose Avenue and Cherry Hill 
buildings. 
Now', if our city is able to go ahead soon 
with some of its other proposed improve­ 
ments, such as those affecting our sewage 
disposal system, and perhaps some other 
work on street improvements, we will be 
in a position to point with pride to ac­ 
complishments which place Washington 
Cl H. among the top - bracket small cities 
of Ohio. 
Our city officials appear to be putting 
forth great effort to achieve that purpose 
at a minimum of expense.

But why, 
why indeed, does he feel that one 
trip to 
a 
psychiatrist’s 
couch 
makes him, when he arises, an 
authority on my mind? 
It seems to. A trained psy­ 
choanalyst may have spent 14 


years studying his art and still 
feel he has much to learn But 
his patient, after 
a 
60 minute 
verbal encouchment. is o f t e n 
convinced he now knows not only 
what is wrong with himself, but 
also what is wrong with all his 
friends. 
Our civilization is getting clut­ 
tered up 
with

am ateur 
mind sweepers. Your am ateur 
psychoanalyst sees an incipient 
neurosis or budding psychosis in 
everything you do. The one thing 
he can’t stand,is the thought'that 
you are well adjusted, and he is 
not. 
How many people do you know 
like this today? I know at least a 
dozen, and it appears to me they 
are beginning to make social life 
and ordinary conversation more 
and more impossible. 
If you meet one of these pests 
at a party and sneeze and m ur­ 
mur, “ I 
must be 
catching 
a 
cold,” he has a better answer: 
“No, it may be a sign of frus­ 
tration. The sneeze is a subcon­ 
scious attempt to gain attention 


Exit, The 'Daily Worker' 


The closing of the ‘ Daily Work- 
• r" an d the resignation of John 
Gates from the Communist p ar­ 
ty may give the impression that 
that party is dead. Gates, editor 
of the “Daily Worker” and once 
the com missar of the Abraham 
Lincoln Brigade which fought in 
the Spanish Civil War, has been 
an important figure in the Com­ 
munist party. He had served a 
tor Hi in prison under the Smith 
Act. 
Since the death of Stalin, there 
has been a split in the Amer­ 
ican Communist party between 
those who accept Moscow’s word 
absolutely and those who are cri­ 
tical of the Kremlin 
Among the many who have re- 
signed from the party under these 
circum stances has been Howard 
Fast, the writer, who in Soviet 
Russia has been acclaimed as the 
foremost American author of this 
generation. 
The “ Daily Worker” had been 
in existence 34 years. The reason 
given tor the suspension of the 
publication is lack of financial 
support This is only true to the 
axtent that Soviet Russia would 
•ct support a newspaper "dited 
by the right deviational, J o h n 
Gates. The American Communist 
party has never been short of 
funds, such being provided either 
i» rich Americans who wish to 
femake the w o r l d or by the 
Kremlin. 
In February 1957, at the 16tn 
national convention of the Amer­ 
ican Communist party, a potent 
quarrel! took place between t h e 
Kremlin crowd and the i i g ht 
wing who were attempting to fol­ 
low Earl Browder’s concept of 
American exceptional!*™, that is 
that economic and social condi­ 
tions in the United States art* dif­ 
ferent from other countries and 
that therefore the rules set up 
tile Kremlin cannot be applied to 
this country. 
Soviet Russia requires ca c h 
Communist party in every coun­ 
try to be a branch of the Russian 
party and subservent to it Dur­ 
ing World War ll because com­ 
munications were difficult, Brow­ 
der was able to establish a na­ 
tionalistic Communist party to 
tire United States. 


Immediately after the w a I 
Browder was expelled from the 
American party. However, Amer­ 
ican Communist had experienced 
a measure of freedom from Sov­ 
iet dicta and some preferred it. 
Furthermore, as the cold w a r 
progressed, Russia tended to ig­ 
nore the party and to 'h pend 
more and more upon spies and 
agents whose job was not so 
much agitation and propaganda 
as it was, and is, corruption and 
sabotage. 
Those who favor being sub­ 
servient to Moscow under a n y 
circumstances are led 
by Wil­ 
liam Z. Foster and Eugene Den 
ms who have long been party 
functionaries. 
Opposed to them is I group led 
by Gates, who employed th I s 
party newspaper to advoi ate his 
point of view 
Gates bai. h e l d 
that Ridrian communism, incon­ 
sistent, racist in the s.use that it 
has become overtly anti - Se­ 
mitic, viohntly anti - American, 
in fact, is fencing upon e v e r y 
member of the party an attitude 
of treason 
The Gatos taction s l i g h t to 
sell the medication, Marxism, in 
u more heajutul package, ever. 
one wrapp* a :n the Amor i c o n 
flag. This sentence may sound as 
though I question the .sincerity of 
Gates's motives; I do not.

A SLIGHT case of cross-eye 
may cause more trouble than a 
severe one, because it Is apt to 
go unnoticed.

The same holds true for any 
visual error affecting only one 
eye. In many such cases, the 
perform ance of the normal eye 
prevents detection of the short­ 
comings of the other. 
This is why it is so Im portant 
for every youngster to have a 
thorough eye examination be­ 
fore he is four years old. Our eye 
specialists today are being con­ 
fro n te d w ith m ore one-eyed 
school children than ever be­ 
fore. 
Could Be Prevented 
In a great m ajority of cases, 
this partial blindness could have 
been prevented by the proper 
eye care at the proper time. 
From the very moment you 
bring th a t cute new baby home 
from the hospital, you can begin 
taking, precautions to protect 
his eyesight. 
When feeding him from a 
bottle, for example, hold him in 


by the age of three. But, unfor­ 
tunately, most of you fathers 
and mothers apparently believe 
that nothing need be done about 
your youngster’s eyes until he 
complains of visual trouble. 
His eyes probably will be ex­ 
amined when he enters school, 
but, by that time, it may be too 
late. 
Amblyopia, or loss of useful 
central vision in one eye, may 
result from neglect of poorly 
aligned eyes or from nearsight­ 
edness, farsightedness or astig­ 
matism. This is especially true 
when they occur only in one eye. 
Distorted Image 
Such faults In a single eye 
may produce a distorted image 
which won’t fuse with the clear 
image brought to the brain by 
the other eye. In rebellion, the 
brain ignores one of the images 
and the eye which produces it 
grows lazy and fails to develop 
central vision. 
We can almost always correct 
amblyopia with glasses, visual 
training, occlusion or surgery—

Businessmen 
To Study Ike’s 
Report Closely 


Nation's Economic 
Status, Recession 
Causing Concern 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK tiT) - Businessmen 
Will scan the President’s economic 
report to the nation today for 
something more than the statistics 
on the present situation and pre­ 
dictions of an upturn at some lat­ 
er date. 
There have been plenty of these 
to scan already. The statistics in­ 
dicate the recession has dipped 
deeper than first anticipated for 
this date. The experts vary in 
their guessing about the 
future 
and 
economic 
predictions 
are 
about the least exact science we 
have. 
What the businessman — and 
his employes and his customers— 
will be looking for is what the 
administration plans to do in the 
present 
situation 
and 
what 
it 
would do if the 
slump widens 
and deepens. 
Both 
programs 
are 
becoming 
clearer now on such m atters as 
taxes, pump priming, money pol­ 
icy, public works and deficit fi­ 
nancing. 
The administration would like to 
balance the next budget even if 
that now looks like an outside 
chance. To that end, its prese n t 
plan is to urge Congress to re­ 
enact the present high tax rates. 
That means a move to get Con­ 
gress again to extend by one 
year the 52 per cent corporate 
income levy first enacted as an 
emergency measure in the Korean 
war. The rate is scheduled to drop 
to 47 per cent July I. 
The administration also 
wants 
the excise taxes similarly marked 
as emergency to be voted for an­ 
other year. These selective sales 
taxes make your autos, cigarettes, 
liquor and train rides cost more. 
As the economy stands now that 
is what the administration wants. 
But it seems prepared, if the re­ 
cession really starts rolling, to cut 
taxes both as a relief to business 
and as a means of giving the con­ 
sum er more to spend. Congress 
seems even more prepared to do 
so This is an election year. 
Tight money gradually is turn­ 
ing to easy money. The federal 
reserve is lowering its interest 
Charges to banks and 
allowing 
•took traders to buy more on the 
tuff. 
The administration is p r i ming 
the home building pump by eas­ 
ing up on credit term s and by 
releasing funds for public housing. 
It is indicating that it won t shy 
from deficit financing if needed 
to maintain its increased defense 
spending plans. 
Pump priming is a by product 
•f other policies — increased de­ 
fense spending, the big highway 
program, proposed financial a i d s 
to education. 
But the immediate effect of the 
President’s economic report may 
web be psychological. In his talks 
he stresses the “ solid grounds for 
confidence.” If this proves catch­ 
ing, businessmen might 
reverse 
their policy of trimming inventor­ 
ies and expansion plans, and con­ 
sumers might reverse their policy 
of saving more and buying care­ 
fully. 
When that happens, timing the 
turn in the economic tide will be 
much easter — both for the busi­ 
ness experts and the President’s 
advisors.

Round about Fayette County

Recently I gave you an account 
of a “field day’ for harvesters 
and mowers, held IOO years ago 
near Hamilton, and presented pic­ 
tures of the 
-ude machines used 
in harvesting wheat at that time. 
The notable “field day’’ in 1857 
was just the year before John F. 
Appleby invented the mechanical 
knotter which revolutionized grain 
harvest with machines which bound 
and delivered the sheaves of grain 
to a carrier. When several sheaves 
were ready they were dumped, as 
in the case of the old Deering and 
McCormick binders 
and 
similar 
machines. 
As a matter of fact Appleby, in­ 
ventor of the wonderful knotting 
gadget, teamed up with William 
Deering in Chicago, in 1880. He 
furnished inventive and engineer­ 
ing skill and Deering furnished 
the manufacturing and sales tal­ 
ent. 
The Deering Company grew a- 
pace in the production of farm 
machinery, notably in binders. 
Appleby 
never 
patented 
h i s 
knotting device, but his association 
with Deering lifted him from ob­ 
scurity. Now the knotters are used 
chiefly on pick-up hay-balers. 
On a spacious lawn on Route 12, 
nine miles north of Elkhorn, Wis., 
is a large stone monument bearing 
a bronze plaque with the simple 
information. “H o u g h t o n Farm 
where 
John F. Appleby made 
Knotter in 1858.” Orley C. Hough­ 
ton owns the fai ~ , and for years 
was affiliated with Appleby in pro­ 
ducing grain binders. 


PLAYED “SHINNY” IN BRIDGE 
That old covered bridge o v er 
Paint Creek on Route 35, a mile 
south of this city, 
which was 
torn away 30 years ago, was form­ 
erly a congregating place for boys 
of the neighborhood to play “ shin­ 
ny” . 
The boys usually gathered in the 
bridge on rainy days and Sundays, 
and sometimes played shinny for 
hours, using curved sticks to bat 
tin cans, blocks of wood and other 
objects, back 
and forth in the 
bridge. 
Cold weather didn’t 
keep the 
boys from playing, so during all 
season of the year they assembled 
for their game. Shinny is defined 
as “ the game of hockey, inform­ 
ally played with curved clubs and 
balls, blocks of wood or other ob­ 
jects, by schoolboys.”

Stookey, who lived a short distance 
from the span, and who said that j 
usually traffic was so light that it I 
did not interfere much with their I 
games. Sometimes horses and bug. 
gies or other vehicles on the road j 
would be an hour or more apart, 
Ottice said in recalling the days : 
when the bridge housed the shinny 
games.

I have talked with many people 
who have tried to grow peanuts 
in this area, but invariably they 
were not successful, as the crop 
was light and peanuts very small.

the girl up, “threw her, and she 
landed on the ledge.” Campbell 
said he ran over and “pushed her 
off.” 
Campbell, who Is married, was 
arrested at his trailer home a few 
hours after the girl’s death. 
Marrs said Campbell had work- j 
ed at the hospital about six months 
and is a parolee from Mansfield 
Reformatory. He had been com­ 
mitted to Boys’ Industrial School 
as a juvenile for involvement In 
a taxicab robbery and later trans­ 
ferred to Mansfield.
